Board of Education Re- 


ceives Report; 4,648 


.Visits During Year 


A total of 4,648 visits was made 


into the homes of Madison school 
children by the school health staff 
during the past year, according to 
a report filed by Miss Emily I. El- 
liott, director, with Superintednent 
T. W. Gosling. The report was pre- 
sented to the school board at the 
meeting Tuesday night. 


Instruction, in health rules ant 


personal hygiene and sanitation, ag 
gregating 50 minutes per week, has 
been an important feature of the 
health work, according to Misa El- 
liott. This work has. been correlated 
with tho regular school curriculum. 
Nutrition classes have been conduct- 
ed in the schools by graduate stu- 
dents of the university. 


No real epidemic occurred in the 


schools during the 'past year. There 
were 10 cases of diphtheria in one 
school and 8 cases of scarlet fever 
in another. None o fthem were fa- 
tal. There was considerable small- 
pox in the west end schools, says 
the report, and "it is hoped that in 
the future all children will have to 
be vaccinated against smallpox be- 
fore entering school." 


Mid-morning milk and crackers 


have been served in all of tho pri- 
mary schools. 


An average of 7,779 bottles per 


week was served during tho mid- 
winter months, and in May 4,310 
bottles were consumed during each 
week. 
The school health staff in 


Madison consisted of a director, four 
staff nurses, a nurse employed _ by 
the vocational school, a half-time 
nurse for a part of. the year.

Farmers Can't Threaten 


Milk Boycott, Ruling 


It is doubtful whether Wisconsin 


farmers can threaten to stop sell- 
ing their milk to a certain cheese 
factory just because an additional 
dairyman wishes to sell his milk at 
the same place, without violating 
the state anti-trust laws, R. M. Ho- 
yt, deputy attorney general, tells 
George J. Leicht, district attormey 
of Marathon county in an opinion 
today. 
A farmer in that - county 


wants to haul his milk to a certain 
cheese factory, different from the 
one he has been selling to, in or- 
der that he might save time in tak- 
ing his children to their school. 


Five or six patrons state that M 


tho cheese maker takes his 'product 
thry will all stop selling to him 
The cheese maker, afraid to lose 
their trade, has refused to take the 
milk of tho farmer -who wants to he 
his customer, Mr, Leicht explains 
Mr. Hoyt quotes state law, which 
says that "any two or more persons 
who shall combine, for the purpose 
^f injuring another in his trade, or 
nrovcnting another to do or per- 
form any lawful act, shall be pun- 
iflhctl by imprisonment of one year 
or n fmo of $500."

Born into a wealthy family, he had 
every advantage that money could 
buy, 
and being endowed by nature 


with a personality ofi the rarest 
chnrm, ho drew to himself and held 
in lifelong bonds of the purest de- 
votion 
all who approached him. 
, Add to all this an astounding ca- 


pacity for work, ti prodigious mem- 
ory, 
and 
extraordinary 
musical 


ability, evidenced when ho publish- 
ed at the age of seventeen his ov- 
erture to the Midsummer Night's 
Dream, a work which still ranks 
" with hifl very best. 


A BALANCED MAX 


Some critics have missed in Men- 


delssohn's compositions the deeper 
note of a Beethoven or a Schu- 
mann, and quite possibly the fact 
that ho never know distress as he 
knew happiness may have robbed 
the world of somo of the wilder 
notes of anguish that a -Berlioz has 
Ifivnn it. But it is perhaps worth 
whilo to hnvd had ono perfectly 
balanced composer, In whose life, 
Itttors, and music all is at once 
manly and refined, clover and pure, 
brilliar.f. and solid. 


Mendelssohn's originality hardly 


spells innovation, and he was con- 
tent to move in cst.nbli.ihed patterns 
yot within those limits ho moves 


in a world of his own, and speaks 
his own unmistakable language. In 
his greatest works, the piano con- 
certos, the violin concerto, his two 
symphonies, the 
oratorio 
Elijah, 


and the concert overtureg ho has 
left an enduring monument of his 
genius. In smaller forms, such as 
part-songs and the many scherzos 
embedded in the larger works, he 
is felt to be tho creator of a new 
style." 


Also the charming songs without 


words are his invention both in 
stylo and In name. They consist of 
short piano pieces composed at var- 
ious periods of his life, and later 
gathered together in one collection, 
which is perhaps the most popular 
single piano collection in existence. 
Many of them have been named, 
some by himself: Spring Song, 
Hunting Song, Duetto (a conversa- 
tion between himself and his be- 
trother), Consolation, and others. 
Among these is the familiar Spin- 
ning Song, which is number 4 in the 
sixth hook of the collection. 
THE STOfeY OF TIIE SPINNING 


SONG 


As in many other pieces of this 


kind, the composer attempts to sug- 
gest, by a very rapid succession of 
lightly played notes, a continuous 
flow of sound. Sometimes it i" the 
brook which is imitated, again it is 
tho patter of the ra»n. Mendelssohn 
takes the murmur of the spinning 
wheel, which the present genera- 
tion hardly knows at all. Through- 
out the entire piece runs a constant 
undertone of rippling notes, which 
play up and down in chromatic se- 
quence, and upon which the com- 
poser has superposed a thread of 
melody that swells and diminishes, 
is broken off and resumed again, 
and marks the pattern of the shift- 
ing harmonies. At the end the spin- 
ner seems to put on a burst of 
speed, for there is a rising chro- 
matc line to a high sforzando note 
that is like a question mark, to 
which the answer is given in two 
final staccato chords. Tho piece is a 
modest but skillful attempt in the 
field of program music, (the en- 
deavor to render other than musi- 
cal ideas by mean* of musical 
sounds.

ARE WE DEGENERATING? 
T 


HE International Conjress of Eugenie*, re- 


cently held in New York, has Moused 
much comment through this country be- 


cause of the extremely pessimistic tons of most 
of the papers. Many of the speaker*, asserted 
that rapid degeneration is going on in our 
racial stock. This assertion was put forward as 
an assured scientific truth. It has been widely 
accepted, and is causing grave concern in many 
minds. 


The blood of the best families, it is said, is 


running out. The loss capable breed of the 
tho average faster than the more capable. 
Feeblemindedness and insanity are increasing. 
Less desirable strains are being introduced by 
immigration, while the more desirable strains 
arc dying out. So our racial stock is headed 
straight for the demnition bow-wows. 


This assertion is certainly important if true. 


But it rests I think on certain astoudingly un- 
supported assumptions. • As a member of the 
Congress, I had opportunity to hear many of the 
papers, and to read the abstracts of all. It 
seemed to me that their pessimism was based 
for the most part not on the real investigations 
reported, but on underlying presuppositions that 
were assumed without proof. • The alleged in- 
crease of the insane in proportion to the popu- 
lation is an example in point. Dr. Horatio M, 
Pollock, statistician of the New York State 
Hospital Commission, said, "The burden of men- 
tal diseases is each year becoming heavier. The 
ratio of patients with mental diseases under 
treatments in institutions per 100,000 of pop- 
ulation increased from 118.2 in 1890 to 220.1 in 
1920." I asked Dr. Pollock Afterwards how far 
this higher proportion is duo to an actual in- 
crease of the insane, or how far due merely to, 
an increase in the number reported and commit- 
ted to institutions. He answered, "I cannot tell, 
because it is not known." Dr. Pollock knows as 
much about the itatistics of insanity as any 
man in New York statej and almost as any man 
in the nation; yet he does not know whether in- 
sanity is really on the increase. 


In his paper Dr. Pollock also pointed out that, 


of two persons with £he very same capacity, one 
may break down mentally if brought under 
heavy strain, while the other, saved from strain, 
remains normal. But if this is true, then an in- 
crease of insanity, if there is actually such an 
increase, may be due to more trying conditions! 
It need-not indicate,the slightest degeneration 
of racial stock. Thus war or hard times might 
drive people insane who would be all right under 
a better social order. 


This seems like plain common sense. Yet the 


eugenicists all assumed the increase of liability 
to insanity in the human stock, and laid a heavy 
weight of pessimism upon this assumption. 
Similar fallacies seemed to underlie many of 
their contentions. In consequence they lay all 
emphasis upon improving human stock, and none 
upon bettering human conditions. 


A specially striking assumption was that the 


poor are degenerate, I want to1 apeak of that 
in this column another day.

So Charles M. Schwab told a big crowd of 


business men at a recent luncheon in Chicago. 


"Just smile, that's what we wont to do," Mr. 


Schwab said, while the big 
crowd smiled back at him. 
"This is the time to start 
enlarging 
our 
business 


plants in preparation^for the 
trade which is to come. 
There always comes a point 
in a period of depression 
when you can do things 
cheeper than at any other 
time. This is that time. 


"The first thing we want 


to do aurty with.is any sort 
of 
, governmental 
control 


that affects 
individual ini- 


tiative. 
Let us do away 


with these labor boards, let us get rid of regu- 
lation by people who have no other motive than 
that of winning votes for themselves or for 
their party." 


Mr. Schwab told of the solution which he had 


worked out for the steel mills at Bethlehem and 
other big plants which found themselves con- 
fronted by labor difficulties twelve years ago. 
Going upon the theory that the fundamentals 
of American government were right, he orga- 
nized tho plants with a "House" consisting of 
shop representatives, and a "Senate of Man- 
agers," which threshed out the problems jointly. 


"And in all our experience, in good times and 


bad," Mr. Schwab said, "we never'had a diffi- 
culty. 


"Go to your golf this afternoon and to your 


office tomorrow," he ended, "with a feeling of 
optimism in your hearts. I say to you that in 
all my wildest dreams of forty years I have 
never built a plant that could meet the demand 
of this great nation." 


Earlier in his talk Mr. Schwab touched on the 


board situation. 


"We looked upon the wooden ships as so much 


shot and shell," he said, "to be disposed of after 
the war like to much shot and shell."
